Declares His Great Inter- 
est in Education Work 
for State Prevents His 
Accepting Offer. 


Announcement that M. L. Brittain, 
state superintendent of schools, had 
declined to serve as head of the 
Atlanta public school system, to 
which position he was elected Mon- 
day afternoon by the board of edu- 
cation, together with indignant pro- 
tests by civic bodies over the failure 
to re-elect Superintendent W. F. 
Dykes, one organization demanding 
his reinstatement, were develop- 
ments of Tues@ay following the 
board's action. : 

Mr. Brittain, In a letter sent to 
W. W. Gaines, president of the 
> board, refused the office, declaring 
that his great interest in the work 
‘of the state had caused him tp turn 
it down. ~Mr. Gaines would not give 
out the letter for publication Tues- 
day night. 

Several years ago Mr. Brittain 
mapped out an educational program 
for Georgia, and it is understood 
that he felt it his duty to the people 
of the state to complete this task. 

Hold Another Election. 

The board of education will now 
have to hold another eléction for su- 
perintendent. Mr. Brittain had 
been nominated and elected without 
his knowledge or consent, and the 
action was a@s’*much a-surpfise to 
Mr. Brittain as it was to Superin- 
tendent Dykes, who had been led to 
believe that hig re-election would 
be unanimous. 

Three meetings keenly disapprov- 
ing the defeat of Dykes were held 
Tuesday by civic bodies. Members 
of the League of Women Voters 
discussed the matter at a luncheon 
meeting at the Daffodil cafe: The 
executive. board of the cauncil of 
the Parent-Teacher association met 
in the Connally building, and the 
Atlanta School Improvement asso- 
ciation held a meeting at the cham- 
ber of commerce. 

Another meeting othe League of 
Women Votera had been announced 
for Thursday afternoon, and one of 
the School Improvement  associa- 
tion for Saturday afternoon, both 
gatherings to be held at the cham- 
ber of commerce. 

Demand Reinstatement. 

Resolutions demanding the rein- 
statement of Superintendent Dykes 
were unanimously adopted at the 
meeting of the School Improvement 
association, which gathered in ses- 
sion at 5 o’clock Tuesday afternoon. 
A motion was also passed inviting 
cther civic bodies to join in the de- 
mand and a committee was appoint- 
ed to present the request. The com- 
mittee is composed of Mrs. Haynes 
McFadden, chairman; Mrs. Albert 
S. Adams and Robert L. Foreman. 

Methods of the four members of

even consulting him, nominated and 
elected him at the meeting, were

Probe Is Started 
By Police Board 
Of Carter’s Case 


Refuse to Promote Beavers 


Nominee Until Examina- 
tion Is ‘Made. 


After refusing to promote, for 
the present at least, Officer L. F. 
“Nick” Carter, who was once fired 
from the police department in con- 
nection with an _ alleged liquor 
transaction, and afterwards rein- 
stated upon the recommendation of 
the chief, to the rank of sergeant, 
the board of police commissioners 
Tuesday night indicated that the 
Carter case will be given a com- 
plete airing once more before that 
body. Carter had been nominated 
by Chief Beavers. 

The Carter case was brought into 
the bunco inquiry last week when 
Chief Beavers was on the stand be- 
fore the council investigating com- 
mittee. He stated then that he 
recommended Carter’s’_ reinstafte- 
ment because he believed that De- 
tective Bass Rosser had “framed 
up” the whisky charges against 
Carter because of ill feeling towards 
the officer. 

Ask for Subpoenas. 

Members of the board, after ad- 
journment of the session Tuesday 
night, asked Police Secretary Mor- 
ris to subpoena Bass Rosser, former 
detective, and J. G. Davis, former 
detective and at present uniformed 
policeman, to be prepared to testi- 
fy at the board’s next meeting, when 
the matter of electing a sergeant 
will again be considered. 

The resignation of B. J. Sells, who 
is now a captain in the United 
States army, which he entered dur- 
ing the war, was received by the 
board and read by Secretary Mor- 
ris early in the meeting. 

Officer Carter has been detailed 
as acting sergeant in place of the 
absent Sergeant Sells since Decem- 
ber, 1919, minutes of the police 
board show. Chief Beavers was 
asked to nominate an officer for 
the promotion, and he offered the 
name of the acting sergeant. 

Objection was at once raised by 
commissioners on the ground that 
hé had been discharged in 1918 for 


¢onduct unbecoming an officer, and 


for neglect of duty. The reports 
were produced, and it was shown 
that some time thereafter, in Fep- 
ruary of 1919, he was reinstated, 
and required to serve 29 days under 
suspension for the alleged miscon- 
duct before again entering upon his 
former duties. The next December 
he was retailed in the sergeant’s 
vacancy. | 
Stradley Defends Action. 

Commissioner W. C. Stradley, 
who was a member of the board 
when Carter was reinstated, told 
the board that if they had been 
serving on the Board at the time 
of the Carter case and had known 
the circumstances, they would know 
that the charges were a frame up. 

After a short discussion, Com- 
missioner Barrett, from the Fiftn 
ward, declared that under the cir- 
cumstances he could not vote to 
promote Officer Carter, and offered 
a motion to postpone election of 
Sells’ successor until the next meet- 
ing. His motion received a second 
from Commissioner John S. Mc- 
Clelland, and was carried. 

Carter, it was charged, had mer 
a whisky man, Jim Jacks, from Cin- 
cinnati, at the Terminal station, 
and then entered a télephone booth 
with him. Jacks, it was charged, 
had three grips of whisky. Ac-

representing southern bankers and 
cotton exporters at resumption to- 
day of a conference begun yester- 
fa; 

‘Mr. Meyer, {in announcing that 
the corporation would consider each 
application for export.on its merits, 
named the following basis: 

1. For prompt shipment against 
deferred payments: 

2. For future shipment within 
reasonable time against’ either 
prompt or deferred payments, after 
afrival in foreign countries, where 
goods are under definite contract for 
sale; or 

3. For prompt shipment to ware- 
houses in foreign distributing points, 
to be held there foraccount of Amer- 
ican exporters and bankers for mar- 
keting out of warehouses.

Washington, May 10.—(By Con- 
stitution Leased Wire.)—Members 
of the War Finance corporation anu 
several southern bankers, who re- 
turned to Washington today from 
the conference in New York yester- 
day with prominent bankers of that 
city looking to a concerted move- 
ment for exporting the 1920 carty- 
over cotton crop, expressed them- 
selves as satisfied that the direct 
result of the conference would be 
the early sale abroad and exporta- 
tion of practically all of the cot- 
ton now held in southern ware- 
houses, with a corresponding reé- 
sumption of the spindle industry to 
so absorb the supply that the com- 
ing cotton crop will stand upon its 
normal footing in the markets of 
the world. In the understandings 
tentatively agreed upon the War 
Finance corporation agreed to as- 
sist materially in the financing. 

Stress was laid by the bankers on 
the fact that their discussion had 
centered on detail under which ad- 
vances would be made to exporters 
for future delivery of cotton. An- 
other angle was relief for the 
banks of the south and of the spot 
markets for cotton paper, which 
has accumulated during the period 
of depression. A third point was 
the discussion of plans under which 
European countries would be able. 
to buy in this market more cotton 
than they are able to pay cash for 
at this time, leading to the estab- 
lishment of credits for cotton. 


See Early Action. 

W. L. Clayton, of Anderson, Clay- 
ton & Co., Houston, Tex., who 
acted as chairman of the meeting, 
made a statement in which he ex- 
pressed the belief held by the south- 
ern bankers, the New York export- 
ers and officials of the war finance 
corporation that action would fol- 
low immediately. 

“Our main idea at the present 
time,” the statement said, is the re- 
establishment of confidence. This 
must extend from the man who 
grows the cotton up through the 
dealer who buys it, the banker, the 
exporter and the purchaser abroad.

Washington, May 10.—The inti- 
mation that President Harding’s ad- 
ministration has swung around to 
Woodrow Wi)son’s peace program, 
despite the opposition of republican 
irreconcilables, has been injected 
into the senate by senator Pat Har- 
rison, Mississippi, a democratic 
leader. 

Harrison tin a speech late Tues- 
day, attached significance to an ar- 
ticle by William Allen White, writ- 


ten for the United News and publish-. 


ed in The Washington Herald and 
saw support for his contention in an 
editorial published the same morning 
in The Herald, which paper, he aid, 
Secretary of Commerce Hoover. 

White stated in his article, which 
was read into the senate record that 
republican irreconcilables were be- 
coming restive under. the  ad- 
ministration foreign policy program 
which revealed the Harding-Hughes- 
Hoover element, determined to put 
the United States into some asso- 
ciation of nations, daily driving 
wedges into the irreconcilables’ anti- 
Wilson policy. 

Reads Editorial. 

The Herald editorial, also read in- 
to the record by Harrison, predict- 
ed that opposition to the admin- 
istration foreign policy was “more 
apt to come from a few dissenting 


republicans” than from “the larger 
body of democratic senators.” 

Harrison said: 

“There appeared,in the morning 
paper a statement by one William 
Allen White, a very distinguished 
republican, one whom I understand 
was a member of the platform com-

Atlanta Man Warns 
Against Loose Construc- 


tion on Constitutional 
Guarantees. 


Cincinnati, O., May 10.—Legal 
problems are becoming constantly 
more numerous and more impor- 
tant because of the tendency of 
legislative tribunals towards an ex- 
tension of the regulation of busi- 
ness, a tendency stimulated by a 
loose construction of constitutional 
guarantees, Edgar Watkins of At- 
lanta. Ga., told the Southern Whole- 
sale Grocers’ in convention here to- 
day. He said in part: 

“This tendency is a dangerous one 
and you should combat. The gov- 
ernments, State and National, readi- 
ly listen to any considerable num- 
ber of people who seek by statutes 
to remedy supposed ilis. All kinds 
of quacks are demanding that their 
claimed-to-be panaceas. shall be 
tried. For every economic ill they 
propose a statute, and they unhesi- 
tatingly offer to repeal economic 
and pnysical laws. Except in ,re- 
straining others, men should be left 
in the language of Jefferson “free 
to regulate their own pursuits © of 
industry and improvement.’ 

“The hallucination that eocnomic 
laws can be repealed by Statutes 
caused the congress in the Food 
Control Act to try to fix prices of 
necessaries. That Section 4 of the 
law was unconstitutional. Had the 
government quit meddling in busi- 
ness when the war ended the public 
and business would have suffered 
less. For fear that some one may 
say that I am talking politics, let

The publication’ of threats against 
the gang following the apprehen- 
sion of Powers was all that the 
crooks needed to stimulate their 
getaway, said the chief. 

_ Mr. Black, when quizzing the chief 
toward the end of that officer’s three- 
hour tenure of the witness stand, 
repeatedly asked the witness if any 
charge, direct or Implied, had ap- 
peared in the investigation which 
had not ‘been fully covered in the 
Woodward letter.

“I don’t see what Charley Frank's 
purpose was in turning this trick,” 
he said. “If he had intimated 
his stock was for sale or had Sam 
Mayer or Mr. Goldsmith done so, 
we would gladly have taken over 
his or their holdings. 

“The stockholders, who now find 
themselves out in the cold, were 
the very men who made it possible 
for Frank to obtain the Atlanta 
franchise and who, voting with 
him, enabled him to operate the 
club as if he had owned it lock, 
stock and barrel. We have grven 
him every aid we could, have nevey 
hampered him, have always backed 
up his actions, and by wholesale 
co-operation, have enabled him to 
win two pennants here and to make 
the most handsome kind of a return 
on his Atlanta investment. 

No Intimation Given. 

“Common courtesy would have 
compelled him to advise us of his 
intention to sell his stock, but he 
didn’t give us the slightest intima- 
tion of his plan. As a matter of 
fact I have never been officially no- 
tified of the change of ownership, 
but I know that it’s been mage all 
right.” 

Mr. Reynolds said that he and his 
associates had made no plans for 
their future relations with the club. 

“It just looks Hke we are out in 
the cold,” he said. 

The Atlanta franchise was first 
owned after the reorganization of 


the Southern league by Ed Peters 
and associates. It then passed into

Action Saves Germany 
From Occupation of 
Ruhr Valley and Other 
Penalties.

Berlin, May 10.—Germany has ac- 
cepted the allied ultimatum. The 
reichstag tonight by a vote of 221 
to 175, yielded to the final demands 
of the allied powers, and, in so do- 
ing, agreed to fulfill the terms of 
the treaty of VersaiMes “to the ca™ 
pacity” of the nation to do so. 

Dr. Wirth, the centrist leader, 
finally succeeded in forming a co- 
alition cabinet composed of cen- 
trists, majority socialists and dem- 
ocrats, which, confronted by grave 
necessity, speedily decided that ac- 
ceptance of the ultimatum was the 
only course. In making thie an- 
nouncement to the reichstag’ the 
new chancellor asked for an imme- 
diate decision by that body, and In 
the voting which followed, the 
government was sustained. 

The allied ultimatum required a 
definite reply, based on “yes” or 
“no.” No conditional reply would 
be entertained, and the ultimatum 
was formulated to expire on the 
night of May 12.

The new cabinet is generally re- 
garded as a makeshift largely un- 
representative, but good enough to 
accept the entente ultimatum, and 
thus avoid a French advance into 
the Ruhr. 

While the cabinet obtained a 
comfortable majority in the reich- 
stag, it has the undivided support 
of only the majority socialists and 
clericals. The members of the 
other parties, it is declared, have 
given it support as a makeshift ana 
are not pledged to give it parlia- 
mentary support.

DISCUSS PUTTING BAN 
ON CRIME PICTURES 


Although members of the police 
board expressed individual opinions 
‘huesday night agreeing with Chief 
James L. Beavers, who opposes 
moving pictures showing the com- 
mission of crimes, the board as a 
body took no official action last 
night on the chief’s suggestion that 
the board recommend to city coun- 
cil the passage of a law barring 
films showing train robberies, 
shootings, suicides and other 
crimes. 

The board voted, however, to in- 
vite a representative, of the board 
of censors of the Carnegie library 
to appear at its next meeting and 
give the commissioners the benefit 
of his opinion’ of crime pictures. 

The discussion was opened wher 
a letter from Edwin L, Harling, sec- 
retary of the board of Carnegie li- 
brary trustees, including a copy of 
resolutions recently adopted by the 
trustees, was read. The resolutions 
were identical in purpose with Chief 
Leavers’ suggestion. 

The chief told the commissioners 
that in his opinion the minds of 
young boys, as well as weak-mind- 
ed older people, would probably be 
influenced by a picture presenting 
criminal characters. 

“How about grand opera, chief?’ 
John McClelland asked. “Don’t they 
murder someone in every act, and 
sometimes between the acts, in 
grand opera?” 

“Well, grand opera doesn’t have 
as much effect on the common peo- 
Ple as moving pictures do,” some- 
one replied for the chief. “And, be- 
sides, there are very few children 
2nd weak-minded persons who at- 
tend grand opera.” 

“Don’t you know, chief,” a com- 
missioner asked, “that when a city 
begins to draw such lines as you 
propose, that it \is undercaking 
something that no other city is ac- 
complishing?” 

“Well, other cities are controlling 
the movies,” he replied. “Chicago 
has a censorship similar to that of 
which I speak.”

Hogan Is Arrested, 
‘ Macon, Ga. May 10.—Charged 
with peonage, LU. G .B. Hogan, man- 
ger of Hogan Brothers’ farm at 
Dexter; near Dublin, was taken into 
custody by Deputy United States 
marshals today and brought to Ma- 
con. A preliminary hearing will be 
held before the United States ¢com- 
missioner in Macon later in the day. 

For some time it has been Known 
that agents of the department of 
justice had been investigating al- 
leged peonage conditions on the Ho- 
gan Brothers’ farm, and. shortly 
after accounts of the investigation 
were published, U. G. B. Hogan 
made a statement, in which he said 
he had known of the investigations, 
but denied reports that peonage con- 
ditions existed on his place. ° 

Investigation of alleged peonageé 
conditions on the Hogan Brothers’ 
farm was made by a federal grand 
jury in Macon, in October, 1915, 
when a no-bill was returned. 

Hogan was brougnt to Macon by 
Deputy Marshals M. L. Cooper and 
Charles Moseley, arriving here at 3 
o'clock this afternoon. e Was ac- 
companied by his brother, J. A. Ho- 
gan: Alex Knight, Sheriff Lester 
Warson, Jerome Kennedy and his 
attorney. Judge J, S. Adams, of 
Dublin, Mr. Kennedy stood the bond 
for $5,000. 

Reporters endeavored to gain a 
statement from Hogan, but both 
he and his counsel, Charles Aker- 
man, refused to talk. 

Hogan is the manager of the Ho- 
gan brothers’ farm of about 3,600 
acres, near Dexter. He owns @ 
beautiful colonial home, and is a 
man of prominence in Laurens 
county. It is estimated that the

are worth $1,000,000. 

The warrant against Hogan was 
directed by District Attorney Ben- 
nett after a .conference Monday 
night with Vincent Hughes, special 
agent in charge of the bureau of 
investigation, and Billups Harris, 
division superintendent of the bu- 
reau of investigation.

Explains Situation. 


“Remember these things when 
considering the south’s position,” 
said one of the bankers. “The south 
had a very large-crop of.cotton. It 
had been keyed up to big aocreage 
and high prices by the war. Cot- 
ton soared to 43.75 cents a pound 
which one must go back to the civilh 
war days to equal. Bverybody was 
prosperous and spent freely. The 
cotton was in the flelds.. Most ev- 
erybody wanted fifty cents for their 
crop. Of a sudden the bottom 
dropped out of the market. It was 
liquidation with a vengeance. Cot- 
ton dropped and dropped. It got 
down below 12 cents a pound. At 
the prices of ground, mules seed 
and labor, this is considerably below 
the ‘cost of production. 

“But little of it came.to market 
at first. Then a great deal. The 
banks tried to stem the tide. Some 
of them now hold cotton paper much 
above the current market price for 
cotton. The farmergs_had their an- 
nual debts to pay. With a crop on 
which they ha@ lost money, numbers 
of them could not pay. 

Labor has been so high and scarce 
the market’ price-so low that many 
planters plowed their cotton un- 
er. 

Drug on Market. 

“Cotton is a drug on the market 
because it has not been moving. Our 
purpose ig to thaw this frozen com- 
modity by starting it out to the con- 
sumer, and in this we are to have 
help. We cannot eat cotton and 
we cannot wear it in its present 
state. It is not worth a cent in 
the warehouses. It must go to mar- 


ket. 

Mr. Meyer, who, as managing di- 
rector of the war finance corpora- 
tion, has general charge of its 
loans, sald yesterday that three or 
four advances already have been 
made on cotton. One of them, he 
said, was for $3,000,000 and the 
others were small, running down 
the scale to a few thousand.

Kruttschnitt Is First Wit- 
ness in Probe of Rail 
Conditions by Senate 
Committee. 


Washington, May 10.—The trouble 
with the railroads is excessive op- 
erating expenses, “an abnormal 
amount of which is the cost of la- 
bor, Julius Kruttschnitt, chairman 
of the board of the Southern Pacific 
railroad, declared today before the 
Senate interstate «ommerce commit- 
tee. He was the first witness at the 
opening of the congressional inves- 
tigation into the whole transporta- 
tion situation. 

Mr. Kruttschnitt suggested five 
“remedies” which he said were 
easily applied and productive of 
great economies.” They are: 

“Stop the use for common carrier 
Purposes of highways built with 
Public moneys without adequate 
tolls and proper regulations. 
“Make inland waterways, built 
or improved at public expense, carry 
themselves as to interest on cost 
and maintenance by regulating the 
common carrier traffic on them and 


by imposing adequate tolls. 

“Keep the United States govern- 
ment out of the business of oOperat- 
ing steamships and stop the lavish 
expenditure of public money to pro- 
vide coast-to-coast ocean transpor- 
tation in competition with trans- 
continental railroads. 

“Tolls for use of the Panama ca- 
nal should be sufficient to pay in- 


terest on its cost, operating ex- 
penses and maintenance. 


“Do not deprive transcontinental 
carriers of coast-to-coast traffic by 
inflexibly enforcing a strict long- 
and-short-haul clause.” 

Reads Statement. 
Mr. Kruttschnitt read a prepared 
statement, which opened with the 


asserton that freight rates were not 
responsible tor business depression. 
“Widespread propaganda is being 
carried on to arouse public senti- 
ment against existing freight 
rates,” he said. “The fact is, that 
ever since the rates have been ad- 
vanced, the cost of transporting 
commodities is far less than the toll 
taken by the commission merchant 
and the retailer.’ 

The witness told the committee 
that the general deflation and fall 
of priges had caused stagnation of 
business. To support his argument 
that railroad rates were not respon- 
sible, he said that notwithstanding 
the lowest ocean tonnage rates in 
history, millions of tons of shipping 
here and abroad were rusting in 
idleness because there was such a 
small demand for goods. 

“The percentage of freight 
charges to the average Value of 
commodities shipped in the early 
part of 1921,” he added, “is Only 
two-tenths of 1 per cent greater 
than in 1914. 

On Labor Costs. 


“The trouble with our railroads 
has been intensified by the results 
of twenty-six months of an expéeri- 
ment in government ownership and 
operation. The word ‘ownership 
is used advisedly, as the federal 
railroad administration treated the 
railroads as if they were absolutely 
owned by the government, and 
turned them back to their owners 
helplessly bound in _improvident 
agreements, in the making of which 
their owners had no voice. 

Taking up liabor costs, Mr. 
Kruttschnitt said the increase of 
this cost in 1920 over 1919 was 
$873,814,652, and that if the wi

UNITED STATES GAINS 
AS SUGAR PRODUCER 


BY JAMES A. HOLLOMON, 
Constitution Bureau, 
Raleigh Hotel. 


Washington, May 10.—(Constitu- 
tion Leased Wire.)—The United 
States is rapidly becoming a great 
Sugar producing nation, with the 
south rapidly forging ahead in the 
cane end of the industry. 

This country’s greatest sugar crop 
was produced in 1920, according to 
final returns from producers of beet 
and cane sugar made to the bureau 
of crop estimates, United States de- 
partment of agriculture, and pub- 
lished today. The total is 1,266,148 
tons, and this exceeds the previous 
record of 1916 by 12 per cent and 
the low production of 1919, a year 
of exceptionally unfavorable weath- 
er, by 49 per cent. Beet and cane 
Sugar combined frist exceeded a 
production of 1,000,000 tons in 1913, 
and during the last eight years the 
production has been below that 
quantity only in 1914 and 1919. 

Beet sugar has steadily advanced 
in production from the days when 
it was an experimental crop, with 
now and then a recession on ac- 
count of weather. It first passed 
the mark of 1,000,000 tons in 1920, 
with 1,090,021 tons, or 86 per cent of 
the sum of beet and cane sugar for 
that year. On the contrary, cane 
Sugar has declined in production for 
about fifteen years. The product of 
1920 was 176,127 tons, a low but not 
the lowest quantity of the period of 
decline. About 28 per cent of the 
1920 cane acreage was devoted to 
producing cane for seed purposes. 

Cane sugar production is confined 
entirely to the south, but beet sugar 
production is widely distributed 
from Michigan and Ohio to Cali- 
fornia along a strip of country that 
bas been called the sugar-beet belt. 


U.S.SKY HERO

HILLES OPPOSES CUT 


IN DINE DELEGATES 


New York, May 10.—Charles D. 


teeman from ‘New York and fofmer 
natiogal committee chairman, to- 
night voiced his opposition to any 
effort to revise downward the 
south’s representation at the na- 
tional convention in 1924—a sub- 


ation when the committee meets in 
Washington June 8&8. 

He also proposed a new plan for 
representation at the convention, 
based upon increasing the number 
of delegates from republican strong- 
holds, but maintainimg the present 
representation from southern states. 
As he will be unable to attend the 
meeting, he made known his atti- 
tude in a letter to George A. Glynn, 
chairman of the republican state 
committee, whom he named as his 
proxy.‘ Mr. Hilles will sail Thurs- 
day for Europe. 

He asserted there is no occasion 
“for a further surgical operagion in 
the south,” particularly as the party 
there has ained by leaps and 
bounds and deserves encouragement 
rather than repression. 


Plans Outlined. 

“Unless. some members of the 
committee hag devised a more reas- 
Oonable method of representation,” 
he wrote, “we should, I think, pro- 
vide in the call for the convention 
of 1924 that each state shall elect 
four delegates at large; each Con- 
gress district one delegate; each 
district which casts 10,000 votes or 
over Mr. Harding one additional 
delegate; and make an entirely new 
provision for the election of stil) 
another delegate, or three in all, 
from every Congress district which 
was so robust in its republicanism 
in 1920 as to top the 30,000 mark. 
“It ie clear that the districts 
which gave Mr. Harding more than 
30,000 votes lie in the north and 
west. The states in which the par- 
ty is in an anaemic condition would 
not benefit from the proposed new 
rule. The advantages of the plan 
are that the great republican dis- 
tricts would become*more potent in 
the councils of the party, that we 
would obviate the clafm that the 
south is to be too much represent- 
ed, for, manifestly, the influence, 
of the north and west will be in- 
creased witkout giving offense and 
without retarding the growth of 
the republican sentiment in any 
state and what is more important 
it will be possible for the party to 
recognize the desire of women to 
participate in nominating conven- 
tions. 

“In many of the districts it is 
most difficult to induce men who 
are candidates for delegates to re- 
tire in favor of women. 


Women To Fore. 


“As the women advance 
mastery of the problems of prac- 
tical politics of the states craft 
they will be entitled to participate 
actively in conventions, and only by 
enlarging our numbers can we 
make their participation three 
years hence practitally possible.” 
He declared any action seeking to 
reduce southern representation 
would create a greater disparity be- 
tween the number of delegates 
from states where republicanism 
seems hopeless. 

“It is contended,” the letter sald, 
“Dy those who are active in party 
affairs in the states south of the 
traditional Mason and Dixon line 
that the justification for cutting 
down the number of delegates rests 
solely on the failure of republicans 
in those states to bring out their 
votes, when, in point of fact, that 
failure is due in large meagure to 
intimidation and a denial of suf- 
frage to the negro which is an in- 
vasion of his constitutional rights. 
To penalize these men for failure 
to vote under circumstances  be- 
yond their control would be, they 
argue, to legalize their disfranchise- 
ment.”

counterfeiting is so well done that 


it can only be detected by bankers 
and experts.” 


It all goes to show the utter im- 
possibility of any reputable gov- 
ernment trying to enter into either 
political, economic or business re- 
lations with soviet Russia, go long, 
at any rate, as it is dominated by 
men of the Lenine and Trotzky 
type. 

Their government cannot be ex- 
pected to rise above their moral 
level; and there is no place in the 
family of civilized nations for such 
a government.

The Federal Bureau of Roads has 
just completed a survey of the un- 
fortunate if not disgraceful high- 
way situation in Arkansas, about 
which much has. been written re- 
cently; though the public generally 
has been acquainted with few, if 
any, of the real facts. 

There has been apparently no 
high-handed grafting, and no in- 
tentional desire 
owners. The 
arisen over a too ambitious system 
for the local financial foundation 
it had to stand upon. 

And that is always a danger to 
be avoided. 

The Arkansas inquiry shows that 


_the government interests have been 


amply protected in every direction, 


but that this has been done under 
many and increasing difficulties. 
Dealing with the question of taxa- 
tion it shows that road taxes in 
many instances are high and will 
become burdensome if the system 
of raising revenue through road 
improvement districts is continued. 

Arkansas is the only state using 
this system, which imposes upon 
the land in restricted areas the 
entire cost of improvements of gen- 
eral benefit to the state: while on 
the other hand the motor vehicle 
fees, relied upon in most states to 
supply a large part of the money 
required for road purposes, are 
much lower than in other states. 
Although no general confiscatory 
taxes have been found in districts 
receiving federal aid, many of the 
improvement district laws lack pro- 
tective features which they should 
have, and in consequence individual 
— of inequitable assessment ex- 
st. 

One of the chief difficulties is the 
fact that non-uniform assessments 
of land for taxable purposes have 
in some cases been used as the ba- 
sis of benefit assessments in tne 
improvement districts. The report 
goes on to show that the state 
highway department is not equip- 
ped with sufficient force or funds 
to carry on so large a road pro- 
gram as that planned (for the 
state; that the administration of 
road matters by the state is open 
to serious criticism and especially 
the administration of some of the 
improvement districts. 

The report closes with a group 
of conclusions in which it is recom- 


mended that no further progressive 
payments on federal-aid projects 
be made in Arkansas until the ex- 
isting conditions are corrected and 
that all payments be withheld until 
the completion of projects. 

Another recommendation is that 
the state be placed immediately 
on notice to maintain federal-aid 
projects already completed. These 
recommendations have already been 
accepted by the secretary of agri- 
culture, who, under date of April 
30, in two letters noti™ed the state 
of contemplated action by the de- 
partment of agriculture. 

The secretary points out that nu- 
merous projects have been sus- 
pended for lack of local funds, that 
in other cases payments of federal 
aid have had to be discontinued aft- 
er being begun because of unac- 
ceptable work, and in still other in- 
stances payments have never been 
made on projects in course of con- 
struction because no work so far 


done has been satisfactory. 


All- Year-Round Gardens 


BY H. G. HASTINGS 


Some twenty years ago, one of 
the Atlanta papers used to carry 
monthly reports from country cor- 
respondents in the different coun- 
ties as to conditions out in the 
country, and the July reports gen- 
erally used to show, among other 
things, in the views of the corre- 
spondents, that “gardens were fail- 
ing,” meaning that most of the 
ordinary products of the gardens 
had matured and were being used up. 


Gardening by the _ professional 
market gardener in the Atlanta dis- 
trict is an all-year-round occupa- 
tion. The amateur, or' home gar- 


dener, in the city or suburban place, 
follows largely the country prac- 
tice of twenty years ago, that is, 
doing all his planting in early 
spring and then quitting, and let- 
ting the garden go as fast as the 
early spring-planted stuff matures 
and is consumed. Little or no effort 
is made in the way of succession 
Plantings: and the maintenance of 
the garden as an_  all-year-round 
source of food supply, when such 


all-year-round operations are per- 
fectly feasible and practicable, as 
well as being a money-saver of high 
degree. 

General conditions are such that 
the average family needs to Save. 
Bills for food, of which fresh veg- 
etables are no small part, are thé 


heaviestitem of cost for the main- 
tenance of the family. A well-kept 
and continuously maintained the 
year-round-garden can easily cut 
the store or market bills in half 
during most of the year. This will 
require, however, that the garden 
be taken seriously, and as fast as 
one variety matures and is used up, 
a seasonable variety should be 
planted on the ground vacated. Our 
people generally have never taken 
the home garden berreusty, when, 
as a matter of fact, it can be made, 
if taken seriously, the greatest and 
most economic source of food sup- 
ply that we have, and along with 
the money-saving comes the ability 
to have vegetables of a freshness 
and quality that cannot be bought 
from the markets.

HEALTH TALKS 


By WILLIAM BRADY, M, D. 


HYGIENE IN RHINITIS, 

Simple chronic rhinitis (inflam- 
niation of the lining of the nasal 
cavity), the cause and nature of 
which I described here the other 
day, is one of the most frequent 
diseases, nearly as common as den- 
tal caries and constipation—tooth 
decay is the most prevalent disease 
of civilized man, and constipation 
is probably the most prevalent un- 
healthful habit. Simple chronic 
rhinitis, as I explained the other 
day, is the answer to the question: 
“If drafts or exposure or wet feet 
don’t cause colds, why do 1 snuff, 
sniff, stuff up and run as soon as 
1 sit in a draft or get my feet wet?” 


Coddling is the first thing one 
with simple chronic rhinitis, child 
or adult, must learn never to in- 
dulge in. The old fossil who wears 


his overcoat on a warm spring day, 
or a muffler, or an extra shirt or 
chest protector or a pair of arctics 
or goloshes when it is neither wet 
nor snowing, or his woolen winter 
weights late in the spring, or furs 
he doesn’t actually need tor protec- 
tion against severe cold, is pretty 
sure to develop chronic rhinitis if 
he hasn’t it already. There is no 
hope for him unless he swears off 
being an old lady. The child that 
is kept swaddled in clothing that is 
obviously too warm for comfort— 
just because some one fears “this 
is just the kind of weather one is 
likely to take cold,” is pretty sure 
to have chronic rhinitis a long 
time. There is little hope for any 
permanent benefit from treatment 
of such a condition so long as the 
patient harbors, or is involuntarily 
influenced by the catching cold 
phobia. I do not say this out of 
mere bias or enthusiasm for my 
“net hobby.’ 1 say 
viction gained by experience 
treating such conditions. 

Freed from the deleterious influ- 
ence of the exposure myth the pa- 


tient may take advantage of fresh 
air and the open at every opportu- 
nity and not merely when he imag- 
ines it safe to do so. The open air 
is a& curative for chronic rhinitis 
as it is for chronic bronchitis or 
tuberculosis. 

Excessive warmth at home, in the 
office, in the schoolroom, must be 


avoided. Children in many schools 
where some worthless patent ven- 
tilation is in use, or where the 
school teacher regulates the room 
temperature according to her per- 
sonal dread of drafts—which is usu- 
ally great—are forced to endure 
temperatures far over the 65 degree 
limit in the winter time, and that, 
of course, means poisoning by foul 
air. It is not strange that rhinitis, 
as well as adenoids and .other ab- 
rormalities of the respiratory tract 
are so prevalent among school chil- 
dren. They get more than their 
share of vitiated air. Overheating 
is coddling which works havoc upon 
the respiratory tract. 


A child or adult with chronic 


rhinitis may derive more benefit 
from an hour a day of work or play 
out of doors in the sunlight than 
from any treatment. This applies 
whether it rains or shines, snows 
or blows. The less clothing worn 
in this open air hour the better, at 
all times. Of course, decency and 
personal comfort should be consid- 
ered, but any clothing not absolute- 
ly necessary is coddling.

T0 NINE-YEAR TERM 


TWO FOUND GUILTY | 
OF STRIKE VIOLENCE 


Chicago, May 10.—Two of three 
officials of the Upholsterers’ union 


on trial on charges of inciting. slug- 
gings, bombings and other acts of 
violence during. the 1919-1920 
strike, today were found guilty by 
a jury. The convicted men were 
Edwin E. Graves, of Boston, inter- 
national vice president, and Roy 
Hall, of Chicago, business agent. 
Rudolph Krueger, of Chicago, ex- 
ecutive committeeman, was found 
not guilty. 

The two men were sentenced from 
one to five years in the penitenti- 
ary and fined $2,000 each. Indict- 
ments still are pending against 
twelve other unions, but most of 
them were state witnesses in the 
trial, but it was believed the in- 
dictments would .be dropped. 
Graves came here from Boston in 
Augusta, 1919, and directed the 
strike. He was alleged, according 
to testimony at the trial, to have 
issued orders for numerous bomb- 
ings and sluggings. 

The chief witness for the state 
was Sam Fisher, who described him- 
self as the “chief slugger of the 
strike.’”” During his three days of 
testimony Fisher named various 
prices alleged to have been paid for 
sluggings ranging from $25 up. The 
average was about $40, he said, but 
varie according to the ease with 
which the man could be slugged and 
the prominence of the person to be 
attacked. 

Fisher testified that the sluggers 
worked in pairs, saying that fre- 
quently one would Knock down a 
victim and the other would then 
kick him and beat him. Once, Fish- 
er said he hit a man so hard with 
a “billy” that the crack could be 
heard a block. He said he then 
rushed to Graves and told him he 
thought he had killed a man, Fish- 
er quoted Graves as saying that “he 
(Fisher) needn't worry, so long as 
he got his money.” g 
Frequently, Fisher said, he was 
ordered to cripple a strike breaker. 
This was done, he said, by breaking 
the man’s knuckles with an iron 
rod so he could not work. 

Other state witnesses testified as 
to throwing of bombs, both of the 
dynamite and stench variety. One 
witness said he was pald $90 to 
throw chemical bombs in a factory 
where strike breakers were employ- 
ed. 

The defense made light of the 
sluggings, saying that none of them 
was sufficient violence to warrant 
even a jail sentence. Concerning 
the bombings, Clarence Darrow, at- 
torney for the defense, repeatedly 
asked the jury if they might not 
find that “the employers had the 
bombs thrown to create prejudice 
against the strikers.”

SELLING PRESSURE 


New York, May 10-~—Sentiment in 
the financial district today was in- 
creasingly bearish and this feeling 
found free expression in the stock 
market, where shares of almost 
every description were subjected to 
renewed selling pressure. 

The reaction again was most pro- 
nounced in issues of the automobile 
companies and their subsidiaries, 
which sustained further losses of 
1 to 4 points. Recent exhibits of 
poor earnings, more price cutting 
and persigtent rumors of unfavor- 
able trade prospects were factors 
in the additional offerings of these 
shares 

Other stocks, notably those of the 
tobacco, food and utility groups, 
were extensively sold to the ac- 
companiment of reports hinting at 
new financing, which in turn was 
expected to involve dividend § re- 
ductions or omissions. 

Rails, which rose almost buoy- 
antly in yesterday’s final hour, can- 
célled the greater part of their 
gains when rumors circulated on 
the exchange that no immediate 
settlement of wages and freight 
rates was probable. 

Almost the only stock of which 
bears were cautious was Mexican 
Petroleum, which made an extreme 
advance of 3% ‘points in the last 
hour, when the balance of the list 
made further concessions to the 
rise of call money from 6% to 7 
per cent.

BOARD HITS SNAG 
IN GEORGIA CASE 


Chicago, May 10.—The first legal 
snag which the railroad labor 
board has encountered came to 


light today when counsel for the 
Georgia and Florida railway un- 
der a receivership established by a 
state superior court, cited an order 
saying it was “not only the power 
but the duty of the court to de- 
termine what wages should be paid 
in the preservation of the property 
in charge of the eourt.” 

The court assumed entire respon- 
sibility for wage deductions which 
employees contended before the 
board were without agreement with 
employees. The order, dated April 
14, 1921, came from Judge Henry 
C. Hammond of the superior court 
of Richmond county, Georgia, rati- 
fying a wage reduction on January 
1, 1921, and reserving the right, 
“though it is hoped that it may 
not be necessary to exercise the 
Same, to further reduce said wage 
scale should it be necessary to pro- 
tect eaid property.” 

Answering charges eof B.- J. 
Curtis, speaking for the employees, 
that the receiver had reduced 
wages without the formalities re- 
quired by the transportation act, 
Ben Cain, representing the carrier, 
read a lengthly statement setting 
forth the condition of the road. 
Unless operating expenses were re- 
duced, he eaid, the road would have 
been forced to close down, and up- 
on appeal to court, the receiver was 
advised that the court assumed full 
authority for putting a lower wage 
scale into effect. ' 

Several of the roads in the hands 
of receivers were also cited on 
charges of reducing wages without 
the due formalities of law. The 
board expects to finish the liet of 
short lines tomorrow.

Washington, May 10.—Attorney- 
General Daugherty announced to- 
night that he was considering ask- 
ing congress to permit the use of a 


former area cantonment as a voca- 
tional training institution for young 
men now serving terms in federai 
prisons for first offenses. 

Young men serving their first sen- 
tences, Mr. Daugherty said, should 
not be confined with hardened crim- 
inals, but should be placed in a vo- 
cational institution and given a 
chance to learn a trade and make 
good when released by the govern- 
ment. 

To install a training Institution 
in a cantonment would cost but lit- 
fle money, he added, and it would 
enable the government to make such 
young men feel that they were be- 
ing -helped while they were bein 
punished. The attorney-genera 
said he did not want to be “too 
soft’ about such matters, but he 
knew a lot of fellows would be 
helped if given a chance.

ARMY MONEY BIL 
PASSED BY HOUSE 


Measure Provides for 150,- 


600 Enlisted Men. 
Now Goes to the Senate 
for Action. 


Washington, May 10.—The army 
appropriation bill, carrying approx- 
imately $320,000,000 and providing 
tor any army of 150,000 enlisted men 
was passed late today by the house 
and sent to the senate. The vote was 
243 to 23. 

Before the final vote was taken, 
unsuccessful attempts were made 
to have the house reverse its pre- 
vious action in adopting an athend- 
ment providing for a reduction in 
the size of the army, which now 
totals about 230,000 men, to 150,0v0 
and for the discharge from service 
“under reasonable war department 
regulations.” of men making appli- 
cation. 

An effort by Representative Her- 


rick, republican, a new member 
from Oklahoma, to attach a rider, 


‘declaring the war at an end and 


directing the secretary of war to 
withdraw American troops from the 
Rhine, was quickly cnecked by Rep- 
resentative Mondell. The republican 
att made a point of order against 


When the bill was being consid- 
ered, paragraph by paragraph, an 
amendment offered by Representa- 
tive Byrnes, democrat, South Caro- 
lina, to reduce the force from 168,000, 
the number recommended by Secre- 
tary Weeks, to 150,000, was adopted. 
Privileged to call for a second vote, 
Chairman Anthony, of the subcom- 
mittee incharge of thebill, did so 
today, but the amendment was fre- 
tained, 193 to 159. 

Representative. Mondell spoke in 
opposition to the Byrnes amendment, 
contending that it would be impos- 
sible for months to cut the army to 
150,000. To keep within the appro- 
priation during thetwelve months’ 
period beginning July 1, he said, 
would be necessary toward the last 
of the year to reduce the army to 
120,000. 

Representative Garrett, of Ten- 
nessee, acting democratic leader, led 
the fight for retention of the Byrnes 
proposal and, on the vote, had al- 
most solid democratic support and 
that of many republicans. 

Efforts on a second roll call to 
knock out an amendment previouslv 
adopted to permit enlisted men on 
application, failed, 183 to 169. 

Asintroduced, the bill carried an- 
proximately $332,000,000, but substi- 
tution of a maintenance allowance 
for 150,000. instead of 168,000 men, 
decreased the total about $12,000,000. 

As passed at the last session. the 


‘hill, which was pocket vetoed by 


President Wilson, provided for a 
force of 156.000, and carried a total 
of $343,000,000.
